Tells of Beatty’s Flight.

Mr. Jackson, whose resignation was 
requested by Gov. Small, said he ac- 
quiesced in that demand only because 
the governor holds the power of remov- 
ing him arbitrarily... 

In a letter to the governor Mr. Jack- 
son stated that he was stepping out 
under coercion and charged that Small 
desired his removal because he threat- 
ened to block the Insull-Smith-Thomp- 
son move to establish a straight 10 
cent elevated fare. 


Letter Hits at Governor. 

“I feel certain,“ Mr. Jackson wrote 
to the governor, the principal reason 
for asking my resignation is that you 
found from conversations with me that 
I could not be handled in the interest 
of the Insull elevated rate case and 
because you were afraid after talking 
with me that I could not be lined up 
tor the increase in L. fares, but on 
the contrary here was danger that 
from the investigation I had made I 
would conclude that such fares should 
be reduced. Is it the fact that the 
rate case is set for April 26 that makes 
you ask for my resignation at this 
time? 

This accusation was made, Mr. Jack - 
son explained, in reply to the .gov- 
ernor’s charges that under the Jack- 
son administration of the commission 
there was dissension among the mem- 
bers and delay in the entering of or- 
ders.

Leaders Tell Many 
ol the Details. 


BY JAMES O'DONNELL BENNETT. 
The Chicago World's Fair of 1933 
this week has taken specific form. 
These decisions have been reached 
and these policies determined: 
The adult admission fee will be one 
dollar. x 
Ground for the first will be 
broken next spring.

It will exhibit every discovery 
in the domain of pure law in science 
and the inventions which have grows 
from those discoveries. ; 
‘The fair will have no “.midway” or

The fair will be open six montha, 
and probably longer. 


Won't Spend Tax Money. 

There will de no appeal to congress, 
to the Tiliheis legislature, or to the 
city ns: for funds. There will be

Most of the construction work will 
be spread over four years instead of 
rushed in the last year. 

There will be few permanent fair 
buildings, because the projectors are 
dead set against .encumbering the 
city's water front and new-made 
islands with permanencies.
